Officials plan to activ ate the 
spacecraft’s telesco pes Wednes­ 
day after checking all space­ 
craft sy stems. 
The $7 5 -miltio n satellite is the 
heav iest 
and 
mo st 
co mplex 
launched by to e United States. 
Operating abo v e to e o bscur­ 
ing blanket o f earth’s atmo s­ 
phere, to e o bserv ato ry is de­ 
signed to pro v ide astro no mers 
with their first uno bstructed 
glimpse o f to e univ erse—ex plo r­ 
ing- my steries o f to e stars, gal­ 
ax ies, nebulae and interstellar 
gases.

stars and o ther celestial bo dies. 
OA02 will co ncentrate o n o b 
serv ing ultrav io let light, which 
co uld tell much abo ut to e heat 
and intensity o f stars and thus 
pro v ide clues to their age. 
“ The theo ry is to put stars o f 
different ages in so me o rder to 
deduce to e ev o lutio n o f the stars 
and the univ erse,” said Dr
